1. UN DOCUMENT A/CONF. 62/L.4 CO-SPONSORED BY CANADA, CHILE, 
ICELAND, INDIA, INDONESIA, MAURITIUS, MEXICO, NEW 

ZEALAND AND NORWAY WAS DISTRIBUTED AS WORKING PAPER IN PLENARY 
29 JULY. PREAMBLE OFFERS PAPER AS POSSIBLE FRAMWORK FOR 
DISCUSSION AND NOTES NO WITHDRAWAL OF PROPOSALS SUBMITTED 
BY SPONSORS NOR REFLECTS THEIR FINAL POSITIONS AND IS 
WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO NATIONAL PREVISIONS. 

2. WORKING PAPER HIGHLIGHTS ARE : 

A) 12 MILE TERRITORIAL SEA 
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B) QTE FOR THE PUSPOSE OF THESE ARTICLES, AN ARCHIPELAGO 
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IS A GROUP OF ISLANDS, INCLUING PARTS OF ISLANDS, WITH INTER- 
CONNECTING WATERS AND OTHER NATURAL FEATURES 
WHICH ARE SO CLOSELY INTERRELATED THAT THE COMPONENT ISLANDS, 
WATERS AND OTHE NATURAL FEATURES FORM AN INTRINSIC 
GEOGRAPHICAL, ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL ENTITY OR WHICH HISTORI- 
CALLY HAVE BEEN REGARDED AS SUCH. UNQTE. 

C) QTE INNOCENT PASSAGE# OF FOREIGN SHIPS SHALL EXIST 
THROUGH ARCHIPELAGIC WATERS. 

# (FURTHER ARTICLES WILL BE REQUIRED RELATING TO THE REGIME AND 
DESCRIPTION OF PASSAGE THROUGH SPECIFIED SEA LANES OF THE 
ARCHIPELAGIC WATERS.) UNQTE. 

D) QTE THE COASTAL STATE EXERCISES IN AND THROUGHOUT AN 
AREA BEYOND AND ADJACENT TO ITS TERRITORIAL SEA, KNOWN AS THE 
EXCLUSIVE ECONOMIC ZONE: (A) SOVEREIGN RITHTS FOR TH PUR 

POSE OF EXPLORING AND EXPLITING THE NATURAL RESORCES, WHETHER 
RENEWABLE OR NON-RENEWABLE, OF THE SEA-BED AND SUBSOIL AND THE 
SUPERJACENT WATERS; (B) THE OTHER RIGHTS AND DUTIES SPECIFIED 
IN THESE ARTICLES WITH REGARD TO THE PROTECTION AND PRESER- 
VATION OF THE MARINE ENVIRONMENT AND THE CONDUCT OF 
SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH. THE EXERCISE OF THESE RIGHTS 
SHALL BE WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO ARTICLE 19 OF THIS CONVENTION. 
UNQTE. 

E) QTE THE OUTER LIMIT OF THE ECONOMIC ZONE SHALL NOT 
EXCEED 200 NAUTICAL MILES FROM THE APPLICABLE BASELINES FOR 
MEASURING THE TERRITORIAL SEA. 

(THE CO-SPONSORS RECOGNIZE THE REQUIREMENT FOR EQUITABLE 
RIGHTS OF ACCESS ON THE BASIS OF REGIONAL, SUBREGIONAL OR 
BILATERAL AGREEMETN S , FOR NATIONAL OF DEVELOPING LAND-LOCKED 
STATES AND DEVELOPING GEOGRAPHICALLY DISADVANTAGED STATES 
(TO BE DEFINED) TO THE LIVING RESOURCES OF THE EXLUSIVE ECO- 
NOMIC ZONES OR NEIGHBOURNG COASTAL STATES. THEY WILL SHORTLY 
BE PRESENTING ARTICLES TO THIS EFFECT). UNQTE. 

F) QTE IN THE ECONOMIC ZONE, SHIPS AND AIRCRAFT OF ALL 
STATES, WHETHER COASTAL OR NOT,SHALL ENJOY FREEDOM OF 
NAVIGATION AND OVERFLIGHT SUBJECT TOT THE EXERCISE BY THE 
COASTAL STATE OF ITS RIGHTS WITHIN THE AREA,AS PROVIDED FOR 
IN THIS CONVENTION. UNQTE. 

G) QTE IN THE ECONOMIC ZONE, SHIPS AND AIRCRAFT OF ALL 
STATES WHETHER COASTAL OR NOT, SHALL ENJOY FREEDOM OF 
NAVIGATION AND OVERFLIGHT SUBJECT TOTHE EXERCISE BY THE 
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COASTAL STATE OF ITS RIGHTS WITHIN THE AREA, AS PROVIDED FOR 
IN THIS CONVENTON. UNQTE. 

H) QTE THE EMPLACEMENT AND USE OF ARTIFICIAL ISLANDS 

AND OTHER INSTALLATIONS ONTHE SURFACE OF THE SEA, IN THE WATERS 
AND ON THE SEABED AND SUBSOIL OF THE ECONOMIC ZONE, SHALT. 

BE SUBJECT TO THE AUTHORIZATION AND REGULATION OF THE 
COASTAL STATE. UNQTE. 

I) QTE (1) THE COASTAL STATE EXERCISES SOVEREIGN RITHTS 
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OVER THE CONTINENTAL SHELF FOR THE PURPOSE OF EXPLORING IT 
AND EXPLOITING ITS NATURAL RESOURCES. 

(2). THE CONTINETAL SHELF OF A COASTAL STATE EXTENDS BEYOND 
ITS TERRITORIAL SEA TO A DISTANCE OF 200MILES FROM THE 
APPLICABLE BASELINES AND THROUGHOU THE NATURAL PROLONGATION 
OF ITS LAND TERRITORY WHERE SUCH NATURAL PROLONGATON 
EXTEND BEYOND 200 MILES. UNQTE. 

3. TURKEY ANDPERU INFORMALLY PROTESTED INTRODUCTION OF 

PAPER INPLEANNRY AND FRG POSED FORMAL POINT OF ORDER IN OBJECTION. 
AMERASINGHE RULED THAT ANY DELEGATION HAS RIGHT TO CHOOSE 
FORUM IN WHICH TO INTRODUCE DRAFTS; THIS CASE IS NOT
